SHOULD COPANS BE PART THIS GROUP? 

B) INVITATIONS WILL BE EXTENDED ON EAAS STATIONERY (WHICH 
WE UNDERSTAND DEN HOLLANDER WILLING TO MAKE AVAILABLE). 
SECRETARIAL SERVICES FOR THIS (AND RETURN ADDRESS) TO BE 
SUPPLIED BY SALZBURG SEMINAR FROM FUNDS PROVIDED BY CU. 

C) SCHOLARS WOULD EITHER (1) FUND OWN TRAVEL (WHICH SOME 
COULD CERTAINLY DO); (2) HAVE OWN INSTITUTIONS FUND 
TRAVEL; (3) APPLY TO EAAS C/O SALZBURG SEMINAR FOR TRAVEL 
SUBSIDY; (4) DISCUSS TRAVEL SUBSIDY WITH CAO IN COUNTRY 

OF RESIDENCE; OR (5) IN CASE OF AMERICAN SCHOLARS IN

$30 PER DAY PER PERSON (4 DAYS FOR APPROX 100 PERSONS 
EQUALS $12,000) WE THINK THIS MUCH TO BE PREFERRED, THUS 
MAKING STAY AT SALZBURG FREE FOR ALL PARTICIPANTS. 

3. FUNDS SO FAR AVAILABLE ($35,000) SHOULD BE SUFFICIENT 
DEFRAY EXPENSES UNDER ABOVE SCENARIO BUT DEPT WILLING TO 
CONSIDER ADDITIONAL FUNDING IF PROVED ESSENTIAL. ALSO, 

UNDER THIS SCHEME, SALZBURG SEMINAR WOULD BE ONLY RE- 
CIPIENT OF FUNDS OTHER THAN INDIVIDUALIZED TRAVEL AS-
